Hundreds of relieved voters 
applauded vigorously at town 
meeting Monday night when the 
working press was finally ad- 
mitted to the session.

Approve Fluoridation 

Another major item taken up dur- 
ing the afternoon session was 
fluoridation of the water supply. 
Voters approved the measure after 
hearing Mr. Wolfson, speaking as a 
private citizen, object and read a 
35-minute report on the subject. 
Another man also read at some 
length from documents pointing out 
the bad factors involved. The vote 
was 240 and 208 and came shortly 
after Charles O. McCullom, speak- 
ing for the board of health, gave 
approval to the plan. 


No Brook Money 

Rogers brook, which received 
strong suport at last year’s town 
meeting, failed to win many ad- 
herents Saturday. The BPW asked 


that $317,922.27 be voted, inclu- 
ding some funds already appro- 
priated for drainage work in 1955. 
A Finance committee amendment, 
accepted by the BPW, would have 
the voters approve the total am- 
ount of $221,030 with some $180,- 
000 of it to come through bond 
issues and taxation. Neither plan 
met with approval even though 
Chairman Flye told the voters 
that the state might well pay half 
of the bill. 


Water Assessments 

A surprisingly lengthy debate 
came up Saturday night over water 
extensions. The voters had earl- 
ier accepted the water betterment 
assessment act which allows the 
town to assess property owners 
for water mains laid along the 
streets. 

The question of a water main 
along Tewksbury st., at a cost 
of $3200, for some 800 feet occu- 
pied considerable time as one 
property owner said he didn’t 
want the service because he al- 
ready had town water. The big 
problem centered around assess- 
ments against property owners 
who feel they do not want the 
service or who already have it. 
The voters finally agreed to a 
motion to withdraw the article. 
Another, at the request of Thom- 
as Sullivan, for 1050 feet of main 
in Lovejoy rd., was defeated. Dr. 
Ray S. Youmans spoke against 
the idea, pointing out that the 
pipe would run along the street in 
front of his property — making 
him liable for an assessment — 
when the main could do him no 
good,
